DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1 - 27 and 49 - 52, drawn to an electrotherapy apparatus comprising 
a sensor for detecting periodically recurring signal peaks. 

Group II, claim(s) 28 - 48, drawn to a method of treating a person or a mammal. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I has the 
special technical feature of a processor for deriving from the time interval between said 
periodically recurring signal peaks a time delay corresponding to approximately the end 
of the T-wave. Group II has the special technical feature of applying an initial electrical 
stimulation signal... lying in the range from -5% of the R-R path length of the preceding 
cycle, or of an average preceding R-R path length, before the predicted end of the T- 
wave, up to +45% of the preceding R-R path length... 

It is noted that the amended claims filed May 5, 2006 were not entered because 
the claims were numbered 52 - 103. Original claims were numbered 1 - 52. Thus 
original claims 1 - 52 must be canceled and the new claims must be renumbered 53 - 
104 for the amended claims to be entered.
